perience of Alabama’s 
congressional delegation has 
been a bulwark against anti- 
south legislation and has help- 
ed win many programs bene- 
ficial to the south, Senator Lis- 
ter Hill told a Seventh District 
political rally in Jasner earlier 
this month. 

“The most effective work in 
Congress is done in commit- 
tee rather than on the Senate 
floor,” said Hill. “Just in the 
past session of Congress, as 
chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Education and Pub- 
lic Welfare, I was able to bot- 
tle up ten anti-south bills, in- 
cluding two FEPC bills and a 
school desegregation bill. 
There has never been a civil 
rights rider on any health or 
education bill to come out of 
my committee. If there should 
be any change in the chairman- 
ship of the committee, I can 
tell you that the new chairman 
would not be from the south 
or for the south and her way 
of life. I do not have to spell 
out what this would mean as 
far as civil rights legislation is 
concerned.” 

Senator Hill pointed out that 
southern Democrats held 11 of 
18 committee chairmanships in 
the Senate and 13 of 23 chair- 
manships in the House of Re- 
presentatives, in addition to 
countless key subcommittee 
positions. 

“These southern Democrats 
are our friends and comrades 
in arms”, he said. “My good 
friend Senator Jim Eastland 
of Mississippi is able each year 
to block many anti-south mea- 
sures as chairman cf the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee. But 
if some northern senator—eit- 
her Republican or Democrat— 
should become chairman of 
that committee, there is no 
telling how many so-called ci- 
vil right bills would be report- 
ed to the Senate each session 
of Congress.”
